“The great growth of the United 
States in the past fifty-five years,” 
said Mr. Reeves, “has been due to 
the enormous transportation facili- 
ties which grew up following the 
Civil War. To develop these re- 
quired vast quantities of borrowed 
capital to a degree which would be 
difficult to duplicate today. 

“Fortunately with the develop- 
ment of the automobile motor truck 
and motor bus, it is not necessary 
to build costly short line railroads, 
and the necesgSary capital can be 
devoted to trunk line railroads, |* 
while the country lying between 
-ecan be served by highway ‘trans- 
‘ portation. 

“In this respect Canada has a 
particularly fortunate situation be- 
cause it is not overloaded with ex- 
.pensive short line systems which 
are not yielding adequate returns 
on the dollar.

the association’s report, a spe- 
clal trade investigation showed 
that oil substitution was widely 
practiced in the entire Détroit 
territory, and especially preva- 
lent in the city itself. The pro- 
portion of fraudulent dealers 
was estimated at 33 per cent. of 
the entire number. Two of these 
deaiers were brought into court, 
injunctions were obtained; the 
offenders pleaded guilty and 
were placed under probation 
and were liable to both fine and 
imprisonment if again caught 
selling spurious oils. Widespread 
publicity was given to these 
cases.

Rubber in Florida 

FFICIALS of the Department of Agriculture have just 

discovered a twenty-five-year-old specimen of the 
hevea braziliensis growing in Florida. The significance of 
this announcement comes from the fact that the hevea 
braziliensis is the rubber tree which gives us practically all 
our commercial rubber. 

This newly discovered specimen was planted at Palm 
Beach in 1902, and it is stated that the conditions under 
which it has grown have not been particularly favorable. 
The soil in which the tree has grown is light and sandy, and 
the tree has been so overshadowed by other and bigger trees 
that its growth has been stunted. Nevertheless, the fact 
remains that a rubber tree has proved its ability to with- 
stand frost and conditions that have always been considered 
deadly to its growth. Weather records at Palm Beach show 
temperatures of from 24 to 28 degrees during seven winters 
since the tree has been growing. 

Officials of the Department of Agriculture are careful 
to point out that this single instance proves nothing definite.
